DROUGHT IN 
DUST BOWL 

Thunderstorms in Eight 
States Send Mercury 
Zooming Down 

CHICAGO, CPI—Fresh clouds, 
laden with crop saving showers, 
gathered today over parts of the 
nation’s corn belt, where rains and 
plunging temperatures over the 
week-end routed the heat wave 
and brought widespread drought 
relief. 

Stiff winds which at some points 
accompanied the rains added sev¬ 
eral deaths to the total which 
since the first of the month has 
exceeded 4500. Twisting gales 
flattened crops and caused con¬ 
siderable property damage in 
places. 

Thunderstorms were general in 
the Dakotas, Minnesota, Wiscon¬ 
sin, Iowa, Eastern Nebraska, Mis¬ 
souri, and Southern Illinois. More 
showers were predicted within the 
next 36 hours for Iowa, Illinois, 
Missouri and Southern Indiana. 

Dakotas Cold 

Cooler weather was forecast for 
tonight and tomorrow for most of 
the north central states, except for 
Western Nebraska, Kansas and 
Western Missouri. Tomorrow aft¬ 
ernoon more warm weather was 
expected again in the Dakotas. 

Texas and Oklahoma remained 
in the grip of the heat. A predic¬ 
tion of cooler weather was made 
foi drought stricken Eastern Mon¬ 
tana. 

The effect of the falling tem¬ 
perature was demonstrated In 
North Dakota, where the mercury 
sank to the sixties. Last week 
temperatures of 110 and above 
were commoi in that state. 

A low 67 degrees was re¬ 
corded in Chicago today and 
Lloyd predicted that temperatures 
in the seventies would remain 
until tomorrow at least. 

Oklahoma Stricken 

Fourteen more persons died in 
Oklahoma’s heat wave today, 
bringing to 46 the total for the 
last eight days. There was a 
prospect of relief from showers 
today. 

A new state record of 120 de¬ 
grees, set Saturday at Alva, was 
equalled yesterday at Altus. Five 
persons perished from heat in the 
state yesterday. 

The mercury climbed rapidly to¬ 
day, reaching an early high of 96 
degrees at Guthrie.

HEAT HAS OLD TIMERS ‘GROGGY’ 


Old-timers, wise in the ways of 
California weather, were ruefully 
shaking their heads and fanning 
themselves as the mercury mount¬ 
ed to 94 degrees by 11 a. m. today, 
the seventh day of heat for Santa 
Ana. 

California heat, they said, ran 
In cycles of three days. Relief 
should have come after the sixth 
day, since no cooling breeze or 
shower broke the temperature 
curve at the end of the third day. 

It is unreasonable, they said, for 
the weather to behave as it has. 
They fanned some more and sur¬ 


veyed the temperature highs of 
92 degrees for last Tuesday; 97, 
Wednesday; 101, Thursday; 100, 
Friday; 94 Saturday, and 97 yes¬ 
terday. 

They didn't like to think of 
what today’s high point might be, 
after the mercury crept from 84 
degrees at 7 a. m. to 87 at 8 a. m., 
88 at 9 a. m., 92 at 10 a. m„ and 
94 at 11 a. m. 

While Southern Californians 
choked roads from Malibu to New¬ 
port and Balboa yesterday in their 
hurry to reach the ocean, a rain 


of cloudburst proportions fell in 
the Bear creek region, raising 
water in the Santa Ana river more 
than 1000 second inches within 
two hours, press reports said. 

Excessive heat was cited by 
Coroner Ben S, White of River¬ 
side as the cause of Mrs. Callie A. 
Box's death Saturday, while a 
passenger on an eastbound train 
from Fullerton.

FILM SUIT

LOS ANGELES. <7P) A $4,000,- 
000 damage suit was filed today by 
Paramount Pictures Corp. against 
Samuel' Goldwyn, film producer, 
and the company that bears his 
name, for allegedly "raiding” the 
Paramount contract list, and in¬ 
ducing Gary Cooper to leave Para¬ 
mount and sign with him. 

It alleged that Goldwyn, or his 
representatives, lured Cooper away j 
from his home-studio, last Janu¬ 
ary, “by means of false and fraud¬ 
ulent representations.” This act, 
the brief stated, was kept secret 
from Paramount executives until 
the expiration of his present con¬ 
tract in December, 1936. 

The suit asked actual damages 
of $3,000,000 and punitive damages 
of $1,000,000. 

Adolph Zukor, chairman of the 
board of Paramount, accused Gold¬ 
wyn of a "breach of morals and 
ethics,” as well as violation of the 
law', following the filing of the suit 
today. 

“In the 25 years I have been in 
motion pictures I have never per¬ 
mitted our executives to interfere 
with the negotiations between a 
star of another company and that 
company for continued services of 
the star. That has always been j 
and always will be a matter of | 
principle with our organization," 
said Zukor. 

He said Paramount began nego¬ 
tiations with Cooper for a new 
contract in October, 1935 — 14 
months before the expiration of his 
present ticket. An agreement was 
reached in January, he said.

ASK GALLOWS 
FOR JAMES 

State in Closing Plea 
Attacks Defense Of 
Dapper Barber 

LOS ANGELES. (JP) — Asking | 
the death penalty for Robert S. { 
James, 39 - year - old seven - times j 
married barber, Deputy District 
Attorney John Barnes today at¬ 
tacked James’ story of having left 
Charles Hope at the James home 
with his seventh wife, Mary James, j 
the day she later was found dead. 

Barnes, in final arguments to 
the jury at James’ murder trial, 
also criticized the "not guilty by 
reason of insanity” plea which 
James made and then withdrew. 

The barber is accused of drown¬ 
ing his wife after subjecting her 
to rattlesnake bites. 

"James testified Hope wanted to j 
experiment on some of his chick- j 
ens with some white powder,” | 
Barnes said, but said he refused j 
to let Hope do so. 

"Then he tells uu he went off to 
work that morning last August | 
and left Hope alone with his wife i 
to experiment or perform an il¬ 
legal operation on her. In other 
words, James told Hope ‘Don’t 
hurt my chickens, but I don’t care j 
what you do with my wife,’ ac- j 
cording to his own story on the 
witness stand in court.” 

The prosecutor charges James’ 
insanity plea was withdrawn only 
after the defense introduced all 
evidence it could and then was un¬ 
successful showing that he was in¬ 
sane.

OAKLAND, UP)—Mrs, Harry 
Houdini, widow of the magician, 
announced that she will hold "just | 
one more seance” on the night of 
Oct. 31, 1936, 10 years to the day 
after Houdini’s death, in a final 
attempt to reach her husband's 
spirit through a system of pre¬ 
arranged signals. 

"Oct. 31 is Hallowe'en and if the 
spirits don’t come then, I don't 
think there will be much chance,” 
she explained. "I'd like to hold it 
in the open where everybody can 
see.” 

The final seance may be broad¬ 
cast with the orchestra playing 
"Pomp and Circumstance,” the 
musical number used by Houdini 
in his last performance.

IN TANGIER 

Crews Imprison Rebel 
Officers; To Shell 
Moroccan Ports 

TANGIER, (International Zone), 
Morocco, (A 5 )—Seven Spanish war¬ 
ships arrived in the harbor here 
today on a mysterious govern¬ 
ment mission, with their officers 
imprisoned by local crews. 

It was assumed ashore the offi- 
j cers had joined the Franco revolt, 
j but how the crews overpowered 
I them was not known. 

The fleet, sailors of which re¬ 
ported they were sent by the gov¬ 
ernment, was headed by the 
Cruiser Libertad. 

The flotilla included four de¬ 
stroyers and two sloops. 

Inhabitants of Tangier won¬ 
dered anxiously if the warships 
had come to bombard rebel bar¬ 
racks in Spanish Morocco. 

Four sailors from the Destroyer 
Chourouga who came ashore con¬ 
firmed reports the officers had 
been imprisoned after they had 
joined the military rebellion. 

The sailors said they were 
waiting for a boat from Malaga 
which was bringing supplies and 
fuel before proceeding to bombard 
Spanish Moroccan ports.

The population was armed by 
the government which held in 
readiness its civil guards, assault

navy and air corps. 

Theaters and cafes in Madrid 
were ordered closed with thou¬ 
sands of Socialists and militiamen 
patrolling the streets. 

Conflicting and confusing re¬ 
ports by the Leftist government 
and Rightist rebels made diffi¬ 
cult a precise evaluation of condi¬ 
tions either in Spain or its Mo¬ 
rocco colony. 

A broadcast from Madrid said 
loyal guards at Barcelona re¬ 
pulsed a Rightist attack, but an¬ 
other statement by air declared in¬ 
surgents controlled the provinces 
of Andalusia, Castille, Aragon and 
Navarre. 

200 Killed 

Refugees in Gibraltar estimated 
200 persons were killed in La 
Linea, Cadiz province, during the 
night, and said "Fascist" forces 
held the town. Other sources, how¬ 
ever, said a large government con¬ 
tingent was advancing to attack.

The colony has constructed a 
settlement, called Community 
Center, just over the Utah line, a 
few hundred yards from Short 
Creek, Bollinger reported. 

He said men in Short Creek are 
keeping their plural wives at the 
center, thereby rendering Mohave 
county authorities helpless to 
prosecute. 

It is on this fact, he said, that 
he plans to call upon the attorney 
general for aid. 

A medium sized building has 
been constructed recently at Com¬ 
munity Center, the county attor¬ 
ney said. It is partitioned into 
small rooms for occupancy by a 
large number of persons. Tents 
have been erected nearby. Lumber 
is being hauled to the center from 
a sawmill operated by the cult 
which established Short Creek. 

"These people are determined to 
establish a polygamy colony," Bol¬ 
linger declared. "If they are per¬ 
mitted to continue it will place a 
great burden on Mohave county. 
They have no visible means of 
support and there is no method 
by which they can make a living 
in that region.” 

He said he was reliably in¬ 
formed that one of the leaders of 
the community has a wife in Short 
Creek and two plural wives re¬ 
siding at the center. 


KINGMAN, Ariz. (/PI.—County 
Attorney E. Elmo Bollinger, fol¬ 
lowing an investigation of condi¬ 
tions in the isolated short creek 
community, said today he was 
considering asking the assistance 
of U. S. Attorney General Cum¬ 
mings in stamping out polygamy, 
which, he asserted, is flourishing 
on the Arizona-Utah border. 

Bollinger, nearly a year ago, in¬ 
stituted an investigation at Short 
Creek which resulted in the con¬ 
viction of tow men and a plea of 
guilty from a woman accused of 
"open and notorious cohabitation.” 

"Conditions at Short Creek are 
growing steadily worse,” the pros¬ 
ecutor said. "As a result I have 
vigorously protested granting a 
parole to I. C. Spencer, one of the 
men convicted last December.” 

Spencer and Price Johnson are 
serving 18-month sentences in the 
state prison. A hearing on Spen¬ 
cer’s application for parole is 
scheduled for Monday. 

Bollinger said he learned during 
his trip to Short Creek that the 
convictions apparently have not 
deterred members of the cult from 
practicing plural marriage, which 
they assert is a part of their re¬ 
ligious belief. 

"They are going ahead with 
their plans and bringing in new 
members,” Bollinger said. “Only 
last week 30 women and children

Employers who have fewer than 
eight employes and therefore do 
not come under the California un¬ 
employment reserve act were ad¬ 
vised today to keep employment 
records and make payroll reduc¬ 
tions as a safeguard in case they 
qualify before the end of the year.

Fisher, deputy registrar for the 
unemployment reserves commifl- 
sion, who is stationed at the 
Chamber of Commerce here today 
and tomorrow to aid employers in 
filing contribution reports. He 
pointed out that many employers 
who started out Jan. 1 with fewer 
than eight employes now have 
eight or more and are liable for 
the employes' contribution to the 
fund.

They proved 
to be 99 per cent pure C02. Mrs. 
Einhart’s husband and associates 
sank a well, tapping the carbon 
dioxide supply at a 600-foot depth. 
This year a new factory started 
turning the gas into dry ice.

Its start was a rather peculiar 
and not very pretentious one.

There were two small 
bunches of tents, one on the east 
side of the plateau and one on 
the west. Why these two factions 
did not pitch their tents all in 
one place I do not know, hut the 
Riverside campers took one side 
of the canyon and Santa Ana val¬ 
ley residents, who went to the 
ocean to fish and escape the sum¬ 
mer heat, took the other side. One 
was called the Riverside camp and 
the other the Santa Ana camp and 
r' first less than a dozen tents 
were in each group. 

Besides a small tent, each camp¬ 
er had a team of horses, his 
wagon and usually a bunch of 
barefooted youngsters. The older 
people in the outfit usually slept 
in mattresses laid on the ground, 
and the youngsters either in the 
wagon box or on the ground in¬ 
side the family tent.

“Don’t swim near piers or pil¬ 
ings, as they make treacherous 
currents and have sharp cutting

“Don't fail to watch out for rip¬ 
tides.” 

Rip tides, according to a recent 
survey, account for 2p per cent of 
the rescued by life guards.

The water is piled up 
at the center point and runs out to 
the ocean from the shore.

In young children, growth is a 
manifestation of life. There can 
be no regular growth without 
health. Normal growth is a meas¬ 
ure of health. For this reason, 
health authorities and doctors are 
insisting on regular inspections 
and records of a child’s weight 
and height. It tells us how the 
food is being utilized, and gives us 
early warning of deficiencies in 
the diet and development of dis¬ 
ease. 

Growth is influenced by the 
glands of internal secretions, par- | 
‘icularly the thyroid and pituitary I 
glands. We do not know just how 
they act, but when growth is nor¬ 
mal, we can be assured that these 
organs are properly balanced. If i 
not normal, early discoveries aid 
us in adopting measures for im- [ 
proving the conditions. 

Many persons ask me what 
should a baby weigh? How tall 
should he be? When can a new¬ 
born baby see, hear and feel ? 
Others of our readers may be in¬ 
terested in those questions, so I 
shall give a general description of 
a so-called normal baby. 

The baby's weight is the best 
way to measure growth and nu¬ 
trition. Therefore it is wise to 
weigh the baby weekly during the 
first six months, then every two 
weeks the next six, and every 
month during the second year. If 
he does not make a steady gain, 
or if he loses even slightly, some¬ 
thing is the matter and a physi¬ 
cian should be consulted. 

The average weight of a new 
born baby is between seven and 
seven and one-half pounds for 
boys and a little less for girls; the 
height, 20 to 22 inches. Boys 
average from six to eight ounces 
more than girls. A child weighing 
less than five pounds and who is 
under 19 inches in length is below 
par. 

There is a decided loss of weight 
during the first 24 hours, and less 
during the second and third day. 
This amounts to nine or 10 ounces. 
As the mother’s milk arrives in 
the third day, there is a steady 
daily increase in weight, and at 
10 days it should equal the birth 
weight. If this does not occur, it 
indicates that the food is deficient 
in quality or quantity or the child 
is sick. 

At three months, 12 to 13 
pounds represents a good develop¬ 
ment. The rate of increase gradu¬ 
ally becomes less after three

One unusual quality for the pre¬ 
sent period of writing to be noted 
about this book is its extreme 
brevity. This gives it a starkness 
that makes very vivid the glimpses 
of emotional disturbances that we 
are given.

The con¬ 
notations of these complications 
give tragic overtones to the novel. 

There is almost no action in the 
book. We gain our knowledge as 
impressions drift across Vinnie’s 
mind.

Try these at some of your 
parties: 

Cherry Sangaree 
Mix together 2 cups juice from 
canned red cherries or stewed | 
fresh cherries, the juice from 3 
large oranges and 2 lemons, 1 cup 
canned pineapple juice and 1% 
cups simple sugar syrup or 1 cup 
powdered sugar. Mix well and let 
stand for a little while. Dilute 
with 3 quarts ginger ale, pour 
over ice and garnish with pitted 
cherries. 

Sugar Syrup 

Keep this on hand for mixing 
summer drinks. Mix 4 cups sugar 
and 4 cups boiling water. When 
sugar is dissolved, boil for 10 min¬ 
utes. Pour into hot, sterilized 
jars and store in the refrigerator 
until needed. 

Spiced Lemonade 
Mix together 2 cups sugar, l'/n 
cups lemon juice, 2 cups water and 
1 teaspoon cloves. Put on the 
fii-e and bring slowly to a boil. 
Simmer for 2 minutes. Cool and 
use 3 tablespoons of this syrup to 
each tumbler, filling up with 
c harged water and ice. Garnish 
with sprigs of mint and mara¬ 
schino cherries. This lemon syrup 
may be stored in the refrigerator 
and used as needed.

When the prices on beans, bread, milk and staples go 
up —it’s just like cutting wages for the working man.

The other day Secretary Wallace of the department 
of agriculture said: “There is no excuse for substantial 
increases in food prices now,” and he charged “the per¬ 
sons who are using the drought as an excuse to increase 
their profits are taking advantage of human suffering.” 

If that is the case, just what does he propose to do 
to protect the consumer against price-gouging? 

They Want Bread, Not Stones 

TTAVING tossed some hundred strikers into jail it’s 
a cle ar ly the county’s duty to take care of their wives 
and children. It makes no difference if these Mexican 
families are destitute because their men went out on a 
strike and got arrested. And it makes no difference if 
they were led to the county welfare department by three 
Los Angeles labor attorneys. 

The facts are plain. These women and children 
aren’t getting enough to eat because the county has their 
men in jail. The men can’t go back to work so long as 
county authorities have them locked up. 

In civilized nations, the old practice of inflicting 
punishment on the families of accused prisoners has been 
discarded along with the whipping post, the thumbscrew 
and other instruments of medieval torture. 

So it’s plainly up to county authorities to see that 
these unfortunate families, whose men are in jail, don’t 
starve.
